Those pay checks have a w’ay of 
passing into the hands of the wom­ 
en folks of the family, but a3 
Myron C. Buford, superintendent 
of the plant says, “Nobody can take 
away a vacation from a man. Our 
employees have been loyal, they 
deserve a w’eek’s rest and by gad 
they are going to get it, no m atter 
where the check goes.” 
The week shut-down will enable 
maintenance men to make some 
needed repairs and the installation 
of the new equipment. 
Obsolete 
machinery is gradually disappear­ 
ing from the plant. 
Faithful Employees 
Creamery Package plant at A r­ 
lington Heights has loyal employ­ 
ees and in return are loyal to 
them. 
Four of the present em­ 
ployees are over seventy and the 
average age of employees is forty- 
two, which is very unusual for a 
manufacturing establishment.

• For each $1.00 worth of orange 
stam ps they buy, they will be given 
50c worth of blue surplus food 
I order stam ps by the Government. 
| They will then issue each client his 
j food allowance to the full amount 
I in orange stam ps, plus the 50% 
additional purchasing pu.wer as rep­ 
resented in the blue stamps. 
(2) Through the Government’s 
supplementation of blue stamps, 
the client’s purchasing power is in­ 
creased by exactly half again as 
much as he form erly had. 
(3) The orange stam ps are good 
for any food intended for internal 
human consumption, in the home; 
whereas the blue surplus stam ps 
are good only for such foods as 
the Secretary' of Agriculture bas 
declared to be “in surplus.” 
(4) The plan utilizes 
existing 
channels of distribution. T hat is, 
these surplus foods are moved to 
m arket through the normal retail 
food channels, with the retailer and 
wholesaler m aking their purchases 
of foodstuffs in the usual manner. 


From October to July only those 
few who can afford to buy green­ 
house tomatoes ever taste the real 
delicacy of vine-ripened tomato. 
Tomatoes grown in our southern 
states, Mexico and Cuba during the 
late fall, winter and early spring 
months and sent north to he a rti­ 
ficially colored, not ripened, with 
ethylene gas, are a very poor sub­ 
stitute for the real thing. 
Only tomatoes which have rip­ 
ened normally in w arm weather on 
healthy vines with healthy foliage 
have the characteristic deep red 
color and the zest, flavor and tex ­ 
ture that is so greatly 
desired. 
tomatoes are 
rather soft and subject to injury. 
They will not stand much handling 
or long distance shipping or haul­ 
ing. They must be secured from 
relatively nearby sources. 
Illinois 
vine-ripened 
tomatoes 
for the m arket usually 
begin to 
come about July 5 to IO. They will 
be somewhat later this year be­ 
cause of continued cool weather. 
The big cannery crop usually comes 
in about July 28 to 30. This, too, 
will be late this year. It will be 
Aug. 5 to IO before picking is in 
full swing. For a two-months’ per­ 
iod tomatoes will then be a t their 
best. This is the period when sliced 
tomatoes may be served every day. 
No one is likely to tire of vine- 
ripened tomatoes. This is the per­ 


iod when the tomato canneries are 
working a t top speed to put up the 
very best pack possible. 
A t this 
time the 
housewives 
should put up their winter supplies 
of canned tomatoes, tom ato juice 
and tomato puree. Unfortunately, 
few of them do it. F irst of all it 
is the vacation period when many 
are away. Then, too, the weather 
is warm in August, and working in 
the hot kitchen is unpleasant. Fin­ 
ally, the housewives correctly su r­ 
mise that tomatoes will be cheaper 
in late Septem ber and early Octo­ 
ber after the canneries have ceased 
to operate. 
Late September and early Oc­ 
tober is the time to get cheap to­ 
matoes, but it is not the time to 
get good tomatoes. The nights are 
cool and the deep red color does 
not develop. 
Septoiia and other 
foliage diseases have come and the 
vines can no longer m anufacture 
the sugars that give the flavors 
and zest to well-ripened fruits. De­ 
form ations, radial cracking and un ­ 
even ripening all tend to lower 
the quality of the pack. This is the 
reason why canneries cease to op­ 
erate. 
The housewife who wants really 
delicious and well-colored tomatoes 
and tomato juice in her cans will 
follow the lead of the canneries and 
do her packing in late July, August 
and early September. 


50% Increase In 
Soybean Meal 
Seen During 1940 


As much as a 50 per cent increase 
in soybean production may result 
from the harvest of a bum per crop 
of soybeans in this country this 
year if weather conditions are fav­ 
orable, predicts G. L. Jordan, asso­ 
ciate 
professor 
of 
agricultural 
economics a t the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture, in a 
current issue of Illinois Farm Econ­ 
omics. 
The 1040 acreage of .soybeans in 
the United States is about 14 per 
cent larger than in 1939, when 87.4 
million bushels were produced. Pro­ 
duction of soybeans for process­ 
ing, however, is 
expected 
to in­ 
crease by a much larger percent­ 
age because about four-fifths of 
the increase in acreage is found in 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa and Ohio, 
the principal 
high-yielding com­ 
mercial soybean area. 
The reduction in price of soybean 
meal caused by increased supplies 
would tend to be offset by any in­ 
creases in consumers’ incomes that 
result from increased business ac­ 
tivity, rises in general 
levels of 
commodity prices during the year, 
improved export demand or by a 
small feed grain or cotton crop, 
Jordan said. 
Prospects 
for 
exports 
of 
oil 
seeds or their products are not 
bright. Some decrease is expected 
in the production of cottonseed, but 
the production of flaxseed in the 
United States will probably show 


Chlorates Best 
Chemical To Curb 
Illinois Weeds 


Of all chemicals used in weed 
control, ordinarily only the chlor­ 
ates can be recommended under Il­ 
linois conditions for deep-rooted 
perennials. 
This is the conclusion of L. V. 
Sherwood, assistant chief of crop 
production, and E. E. Cockrum, as­ 
sistant in crop production at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture, in “ Chemical W arfare 
on Weeds With Chlorates,” mimeo­ 
graphed publication just issued. 
Use of chlorates should be lim it­ 
ed to small infestations and places 
inaccessible 
to cultivation, 
since 
they are expensive and not always 
certain of eradicating the weeds. 
Applications 
of three 
to 
five 
pounds of sodium chlorate or At- 
iaeide, a mixture of sodium chlor­ 
ate and calcium chloride, for each 
square rod in late summer, fall or 
early spring have proved effective 
in control of most perennial weeds. 
Atlacide is not so effective, pound 
for pound, as sodium chlorate. 
Second treatm ents may be nec­ 
essary. Different weeds require dif­ 
ferent rates and times of appli­ 
cation. The chlorates may be ap ­ 
plied dry or in solution. Dry appli­ 
cations are about as effective as 
those in solution and involve less 
fire hazard. 


Treatm ents made in May, June 
and early July have not been so 
successful as those made later in 
the year. Fall or early spring ap­ 
plications have been most success­ 
ful. 
Best results have been obtained 
when the soil m oisture is high. F e r­ 
tile soils high in organic m atter re­ 
quire more chlorates than less fe r­ 
tile soils. The effect of the chlor­ 
ates on the soil is only tem porary, 
but usually crops can not be grown 
for one or two seasons following 
treatm ent. 


Safety Posters Too Real 
Col. John H. Skeggs, chief of th® 
California state highway traffic, has 
ordered the removal of all card­ 
board “children” that have been 
placed 
at intersections to warn 
motorists to be careful.

University of Illinois College of

home account figures submitted by 
472 Illinois account keeping farm 
families. These families whose ac­ 
counts are being used for research 
on the cost of living, are among 
more than 1,200 farm families who 
are studying their money m anage­ 
ment with the help of the univers­ 
ity specialists. 


seem to have a heavier debt load 
and are m aking more new invest­ 
ments than those in modem homes. 
Apparently 
these 
families 
have 
made the choice of buying land or 
making new investments in pref­ 
erence to installing running water, 
a new furnace 
or electricity in 
their homes. 
Many families liv­ 
ing in modern homes seem to have 
more money for church and com­ 
m unity welfare, education and rec­ 
reation. 


In comparing the running ex- 
M ode rn homes are those with a ! penses for m odem and non-mod- 
central heating plant, running w a­ 
ter under pressure and a central 
lighting system. 
While only 194 
families of the group live in mod­ 
ern homes, m any families had at 
least one or two m ajor conven­ 
iences. Three-fourths of the fam ­ 
ilies had some type of lighting sys­ 
tem and of these, 74 per cent had 
electricity. 
A 
smaller 
portion, 
about 286 families, had a central 
heating plant and an even smaller 
group had the convenience of run­ 
ning w ater under pressure. Own­ 
ers, more than tenants, reported 
these conveniences except in the 
case of lighting. 


Circumstances, 
rather 
t h a n 
money available, seemed to be the 
deciding factor as to w hether or not 
the 
families 
modernized 
their 
homes. Net cash receipts enjoyed 
by families in m odem 
and non­ 
modem homes varied very little, 
specialists report. 
Families in non-modem 
homes 


e m homes, specialists found that 
the cost of fuel for 
heating and 
power for lighting ran only a little 
higher in the modern home. 
On 
the income level below SI,OOO, fam ­ 
ilies in modern homes spent about 
S89 for operating expenses, while 
those in non-modem homes spent 
$87. On the SI,OOO to $1,500 level, 
the comparison was SIGI for the 
modem home to $124 for the non­ 
modern; on the SI,500 level the 
expense was S181 as compared to 
SI45; more than $2,000, $330 to 
$155 abd more than $2,500, $255 to 
$232. 


If history repeats itself, Illinois 
farm ers shouldn’t built up large 
beef cattle breeding herds on the 
assumption that present high beef 
cattle prices will continue, predicts 
E. M. Hughes, extension farm m an­ 
agem ent specialist of the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture. 


“Over-expansion 
and 
eventual 
relatively low prices and liquida­ 
tion are likely to occur. The cat­ 
tle price cycle is now in about 
the same position as it was at the 
outbreak of the World W ar; that 
is, it is nearing its peak. If this 
war brings about a rapid increase 
in the general average of all com­ 
modity prices such as occurred in 
the World W ar, the price of cattle 
will rise, but the increasing num ­ 
bers will prevent it from going up 
as rapidly as the general average 
of all prices. 


“If inventories are 
sufficiently* 
built up, the collapse of the gen­ 
eral price level that is likely to 
come a t tho end of the w ar will 
cause a severe and protracted liqui­ 
dation of numbers and a period of 
extremely low purchasing power 
such as occurred at the end of the 
World W ar,” 
Hughes 
explains 
th at 
steer 
prices on the Chicago m arket are 
affected by the same factors that 
cause the cattle price cycle, but 
the price changes have been more 
irregular. The short cycles in c a t­ 
tle feeding, the size 
of tho corn 
crop, the price of com in relation 
to the price of beef, and the indus­ 
trial activity are more im portant 
factors in price of steers than in 
the farm or m arket price of all 
beef cattle. Nevertheless, the per­ 
iods of high purchasing power have 
occurred at the same 
time for 
steers a t Chicago m arket prices as 
for beef cattle at farm prices and 


for all beef slaughtered at whole­ 
sale prices. 
“A period of expansion 
in the J 
cattle industry, such as we are go­ 
ing through now, results in farm ­ 
ers holding breeding stock back on 
the farm and causes an actual re­ 
duction, or at least 
a relatively 
small increase, in total .slaughter. 
This reduction, of total slaughter 
established a good level of steer 
prices as well as a ti m i level of 
beef prices in general. 
During: a 
period 
of 
liquidation 
following 
over-expansion the reverse takes 
place, and we experience a rela­ 
tively low level of the purchasing 
power of steer prices.

Lateral and Subjacent Support. 
—When an owner of land makes an 
excavation near his property line 
and causes the land of another to 
cave in, the injured owner is en­ 
titled to be paid for the destruc­ 
tion of his “lateral support.” When 
a coal company tunnels under farm 
land and causes it to subside or 
sink, the owner of the land is en­ 
titled to damages for the loss of 
his “subjacent support.” 
Lateral 
support is the right to have land 
supported by the land which lies 
next to it. Subjacent support is the 
right to have land supported by 
the land which lies under it. 
A farm owner has a right to lat­ 
eral support against all owners who 
have land adjoining 
him, 
even 
though part of the adjoining land 
is a road owned by the public. To 
what extent the idea of lateral 
support would apply 
to damage 
caused by unchecked erosion on the 
adjoining land is an unsettled ques­ 
tion. The right of lateral support 
is effective against 
positive acts 
such as excavation or the cutting of 
grades by road officials. 
Some­ 
tim es the damages recoverable are 
very small, but when a large area 
is affected or buildings which have 
stood for a long time near the prop­ 
erty line are caused to fall, sub­ 
stantial damages may be recover­ 
ed. 
The right to subjacent support 
is important in agricultural areas 
where deep coal mining is carried 
on. 
Unless coal companies have 
contracts with the surface owners 
which excuse them from furnish­ 
ing adequate support, they must 
use a reasonable degree of care in 
seeing that their tunnels are ade­ 
quately propped to prevent sur­ 
face subsidence or the formation 
of sunken areas. 
If an excavation is likely to des­ 
troy the support of another, the ad­ 
joining owners should 
reach 
an 
agreement before 
the work 
is 
started.
